The ring is used in all ceremonics of Christan marriage, 
except in the Society of Friends; but even many Quaker ladies 
wear a wodding-ring after, although it is not employed during, 
the marriage ceremony. I am informed that the wedding-ring 
does not obtain amongat the Mormons; probably from economical 
yensons. ! 

It has beon remarked already that there is no trace of this 
custom in the Talmud, nor in ancient Jewish history; , but the 
modern Jews have not only adopted the wedding-ring, but 
make it a most important feature in their marriage service 
According to the ordinances of modern J udaiam it 18 required 
to be of a certain value; it is therefore examined and certifled 
by the officiating Rabbi and chief officers of the syn®gugll’ 
when it is received from the bridegroom, whose absolute 
property it must be, and not obtained on credit or by gift.

- JUNE. has introduced sundry noteworthy changes in 
tho fashionable world of Paris, though so far as the style 
and make of.the dress is concerned, there is little altera- 
tion to chronicle since last month. The Marie Antoinette 
jichu takes a very prominent place in most Parisian 
toilettes, yot for ladies no longer young, other shapes 
more suitably replace tho paletot. Tho fichu is essentially 
youthful in appearance when worn as an out-of-door 
arment; and, unless the figure 1s young, the rotonde or 
feeine mantle is far more becoming. Tho Jichus are very 
pretty, Ze Follet states, when mado entirely of lace, as 
they very frequently are ; also of silk matching tho dress, 
and trimmed with laco, or of black silk, and worn with a 
coloured dress. - Black lace is very fashionable, not only 
for jichus, but mantles and scarfs of various descriptions, 
and sometimes lined with colour. Flounces are much in 
favour, Tho greater number of short dresses are trimmed 
with a narrow flounce, not unfrequently of a different 
colour to the dress. The underskirts also are made with 
a flounce, and in that case the whole toilette, including 
the fichu, should be trimmed to match. The upper skirts 
are still very generally worn in tho panier style, being 
caught up at the sides, puffing out at the back, whilst the 
front breadth is perfectly flat, having no crinoline or stiff- 
ness under it, the crinoline always commencing from the 
sides, but being carefully shaped so as to keep the bottom 
of the dress from hanging ungracofully limp.

A CASE of much significance to parents having sons at 
the Universities, has just come before the Bankruptcy 
Court, and we refer to it here not because such cases are 
by any means exceptional, but rather that, with varying 
characteristics, they are unhappily of frequent occurrence, 
as parents are wont to discover when too late; and de- 
mand therefore that those who haya not yot suffered 
should use every means of protection both for themselves 
and their children. ‘The instance in question is this :—A 
few days ago, Dr. Cumming's son—Martin Luther 
Cumming—applied in the Court of Bankruptcy for his 
discharge, ‘The opposing creditor was a jowellor of the 
Edgware-road. It appeared that Martin Luther Cumming, 
who was described as formerly of Oriel College, then of 
High-street, Oxford, afterwards of Montague-place, 
Russell-squaro, and now of Whitecross-stroat Prison, had 
found the income allowed him by his father whilst at 
Oxford insufficient to meet the expenses of tho style of 
life he had adopted there, and that 6 had been introduced 
by another und ergraduate named Prescott, who has since 
himself passed through tho Bankruptcy Court, to the 
creditor referred to, whether to purchase jewellery or to 
borrow money was not stated. The Commissioner ani- 
madverted upon the facilities and temptations to extrava- 
gance afforded by our college life, and sent Martin Luther 
back to prison to amend his schedule of accounts, 


AnoTner case of interest to parents and guardians, 
though of altogether a different kind from that last men- 
tioned, deserves notice here. Last week, it appears, at 
the Blackburn County Court, Miss Mary Orewo, a milliner, 
sought to recover the sum of £14 from tho parents of a 
girl named Roberts for an alleged breach of covenant. 
Tho girl was apprenticed to plaintiff for eighteen months 
in November, 1866, but about Good Friday last was taken 
away by her parents on the plea that Miss Crewo was 
teaching hor tho. Roman Catholic religion instead of her 
business. For the defonce Miss Roborts was called, and 
stated that sho was cighteen years old. Sho had been in 
the habit of attending St. John’s (Church of Eneland 
schools. During tho time of hor apprenticeship sha had 
been in tho habit of working from ten at night to two 
or nearly threo in the morning, A priest was in the 
habit of calling frequently at Miss Crowe's, Witness had 
been in the priest's house on her own account for a carte 
de visite of himself, which he kad promised to give her. 
Atother times sho had been sent for, and to return books 
about religion by Miss Crewo, which books Miss Crowe 
had read to her when they were at their work, Miss 
Crewe talked almost daily about religion to her. Witness 
had been soveral times sent to the nunnery, and on ono 
occasion. one. of the nuns spoke to her about religion. 
She had been to two Catholic chapels soyeral times in 
company with plaintiff. Witness told plaintiff that if her 
father knew hoe would turn her out, when sho replied 
some one else would provide for her.” Tho judge did 
not think the evidenco would justify him in saying that 
undue influonce had been used, but he reserved his de-

THERE are nono of our readers, wo suppose, but re- 
member Dickens’s inimitable sketch of ** Dotheboys- 
hall”; few doubtless but have felt that the amiablo knight 
of the ruler therein gibbeted for public scorn and execra- 
tion, was not the only person to blame in the matter. 
While parents will, in selecting schools for their childron, 
search out'and fix upon the advertisements that offer 
fabulous advantages, both of board and education, on 
ridiculously low terms—terms insufficient, as they must 
well know, to satisfy the cravings of a growing boy’s 
stomach when at home—it is not surprising if sometimes 
they with their children suffer for their parsimoniousness. 
To say they cannot afford more is little to the purpose 
while nearly every district boasts of its National and 
many of their Foundation Schools, It becomes, then, a 
mere quostion whether a false pride or the desire for the 
welfare of the children shall prevail, 
forced upon our attention just now with renewed cogency 
by the recently-published report of the Government 
Commissioners, in which Mr. Bryce, Assistant-Commis- 
sioner, reporting on Lancashire, takes occasion to state 
that the cheap boarding-schools form go peculiar a class 
as to require a separate description. They aro generally 
to be found placed in the country orin some small town, 
partly to sayo in house-rent and partly for the sake of 
seclusion, or, as an unfriendly obseryer might say, of 
secrecy. In truth the school is not primarily a place of 
teaching, but a place of lodging and feeding. Boys are 
sent there to get them out of the way at home-—boys who 

ave lost their mothers, or whose father has gone to 
America, or who are found lazy or unmanageable. It 
18 Impossible for a private schoolmaster to give good 
ood, good accommodation, and a thorough plain education 
or 25 guineas a year. Ono master admitted to Mr.

This mousseline de japon 1s tho new material of tho 
season. It is a Chinese-looking silk, flossy 0? the sur- 
faco and as brilliant as satin, setting out in round, rich 
folds, yet perfectly close and rather thin.

Morning robes in muslin are now mado in the saque 
style, and look very elegant, Perhaps & sprigged book- 
muslin, trimmed with fine muslin insertion, Tn with a 
blue ribbon, is so made. It hangs out full from two 
pleats at the back of the neck behind, with a full sail- 
like wave to the ground. In front, the dress 18 confined 
to the waist by a band, which comes from under the 

leats behind, and does not control them. 

Almost all the morning robes in carmbric and cotton 
prints are made with the Marie Antoinette ficht, high in 
tho neck and crossed behind, The dresses ate frequently 
cut perfectly plain, buttoned up the front, with a frill, 
and tho searf frilled, with a heading round the edge.

dresses, as it washes as well as cambric if rightly 
managed, 

Against seaside excursions it is becoming more usual 
for ladies to have their own bathing gowns. Indeed, 
how anyone of right feeling can wear hired articles has 
long been a subject of wonder, for they are not only often 
too short and without proper fastening, but may have 
just been worn Lede by some person recovering from 
a fever, or sadly afflicted with some painful complaint ; 
such patients usually flock to the seaside. The old loose 
gown is also giving place to a more modest covering, for 
a rough wave or a sudden breeze sometimes carries such 
a primitive protection at one motion over the wearer’s 
head. Tho dress now usod may be a pair of loose, square- 
shaped trousers cut in one with a chemise-like body, 
high but short sleeved, and worn with a belt, or it may 
consist of a pair of trousers with an upper dress like a 
little boy’s tunic. Itis best to fasten this on the bias, A 
belt is worn. Tho neck is high and may be square at the 
throat, but close, The arm-hole has a small sleeve or 
epaulette. Bathing dresses may be of linen or serge, 
and can easily enough be made from a pattern at 
home, The trousers do not quite reach the ancle, and 
may be left open a little way up the outer edge, and 
trimmed round. Serges can be bought in all colours, but 
we commend the plainer ones as desirable—dark blue or 
dark brown; anything. calling attention to a bather is 
scarcely ladylike. | 'Thoso who 
desire a less quiet suit may choose 
a very dark bluo serge, and edge 
the tunic and the trousers with 
two rows of scarlet worsted braid, 
one broad and one narrow; trim 
the tunic on the bias up the front, 
round the neck and on the epau- 
lettes; put some scarlet braid on 
the belt, and secure it with a 
rosette of scarlet braid. A grey 
may be trimmed in the same 
manner with scarlet, a brown with 
amber, but if must be a brown 
that is a dark shade of amber, not 
a red brown; and a white serge 
may be ornamented with sky- blue.

After giving 
the matter their best attention, they have arrived at the con- 
clusion that ‘they haye no alternative but to place all duly 
qualified females on the ‘next parliamentary register for the 
borough.” ‘The new Reform Act distinctly limits tho franchiso 
to “every man” who satisfies the conditions laid down; but 
the overscers are of opinion that this does not necessarily 
exclude women, as an Act passed in the thirteenth year of Her 
Majesty’s reign provides “ that in all acts words importing the 
masculine gender shall be deemed and taken to include females 

. unless the contrary as to gender . . is expressly 
provided.” 

Tun pearl fishery grounds revently discovered at Western 
Australia extend along the coast for 1,000 miles. Upwards of 
60 tons of pearl oysters were fished up.in December last, and 
sold for £100 per ton,

N these pages I only desire to give such 
practical information as shall enable fhe public to 
buy jewellery with advantage to themselves; feeling 
assured that a legitimate prea can quite as easily be 
obtained by the sale of good as of inferior articles. 

Many persons believe that no article which is really 
good can be cheaply purchased ; and this belief is correct 
enough as far_as the raw material is concerned. Five 
pounds’ worth of gold, for example, will always be 
worth £5, whether it be in a nugget or in a brooch. 
But in the case of manufactured articles, we pay far 
more, in most instances, for time, labour, and skill, than 
we do for the material used. Thus, a bracelet, contain- 
ng say four sovereigns’ worth of ote A after the 
workman has fashioned it into shape, be worth £10 or 
£12; and yet, if broken up and sold, would only pio- 
duce the original four sovereigns, the remainder; has 
been spent in time and skill, anda great deal of both 
ig required for an e!aborate trinket when made by hand. 
It is in this respect that we gain by machinery, articles 
are more quickly made, less money has been expended 
upon time; and thus goods of the best quality can be 
obtained at a comparatively small cost. 

Fut it has been said that there is no jewellery made 
by machinery—that, in fact, it is impossibie to employ 
machines for this purpose, and that such ‘announce- 
ments are merely ingenious tricks to mislead the 


public. 2 

Having largely advertised that good ornaments may 
be had cheaply, in consequence 0 this improvement in 
the manufacture, I feel called upon to make good my 
statement to the public generally—althougb I have 
already amply proved the fact to hundreds of purchasers. 
In order to accomplish this, I have appended some care- 
ful drawings of a sufficient portion of the machinery to 
prove that my assertions are true; and I have also added 
a description of the mode of manufacture. This will be 
found in the second portion of the book.
